Other  Mississippians  have  shared  in  the  growth  and 
development  of  this  great  Convention  agmicy.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  list  them  all,  but  we  cannot  omit  such  names 
as  Lravell,  Flake,  Holcomb  and  Sullivan.  These  and  many 
others  have  made  contributions  to  the  work  of  this  Board 
that  will  last  as  long  as  there  are  Southern  Baptists.

Missionary  Greepe 
Under  Rice’s  co-operative  pro¬ 
gram,  churches  would  voluntar¬ 
ily  form  local  missionary 
I  groups.  These  in  turn  would 
be  organlxed  on  state  levels, 
but  ft  would  be  the  local  groups 
that  would  send  representatives 
to  a  national  society.  Thus  the 
autonomy  of  the  local  church, 
ao  important  to  Baptiats,  would 
be  preserved. 

This  organizational  plan  oc¬ 
curred  to  Rice,  a  bachelor,  while 
he  was  touring  the  South  this 
fall  to  rally  Baptists  to  the  for¬ 
eign  mission  cause.

Baste  Principles  In  Preparation 
Dr.  Allen  says:  “There  are 
basic  principles  which  give  guid¬ 
ance  in  the  preparation  of  all 
our  curriculum  materials.  In  the 
first  place,  all  are  in  the  truest 
sense  Bible  materials.  The  Bible 
is  magnified  as  the  inspired  and 
authoritative  Word  of  God,  uni¬ 
que  in  its  message  and  supreme 
in  its  significance.  The  Bible  ia 
accepted  as  God's  supernatural 
and  authoritative  word,  an  ade¬ 
quate  guide  for  the  life  of  man. 

The  materials  are  developed 
in  ways  to  call  for  the  actual 
use  of  the  Bible,  both  of  study, 
teaching,  and  training.  At  every 
point  these  matolala  reflect 
the  conviction  that  Bible  knowl- 
edge  is  the  foundation  of  faith 
and  is  essential  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Christian  character  and 
growth  in  Christian  living. 

Materials  Belated 
“In  the  second  place  these  ma¬ 
terials  are  related  in  very  pos¬ 
sible  way  to  the  interests  and 
needs  of  the  pupils  on  the  va¬ 
rious  age  levels.  This  gives  guid¬ 
ance  in  the  selection  of  Bible 
materials.  Further,  these  mater¬ 
ials  recognise  the  fact  that  peo¬ 
ple  do  not  live  in  a  vacuum. 
They  face  moral  and  spiritual 
issues.  They  need  salvation, 
comfort,  direction,  inspiration, 
and  faith.  Therefore,  the  mater¬ 
ials  seek  to  relate  the  eternal 
truth  of  the  Bible  to  the  needs 
of  living  people. 

“This  principle  explains  the 
necessity  for  grading  the  mater¬ 
ials.  Materials  for  use,  both  for 
Sunday,  school  and  for  Training 
Union,  and  for  other  groups,  are 
prepared  specifically  for  the  va¬ 
rious  ages  from  Nursery  to 
Adults.  This  makes  pouible 
Bible  study,  teaching,  and  train¬ 
ing  on  the  level  of  the  interest, 
capacity,  and  spiritual  needs  of 
the  age  groups. 

Adequate  Teuehing 

“The  third  principle  giving 
guidance  in  the  preparation  of 
our  literature  is  the  need  tor 
adequate  teaching  and  leader¬ 
ship  helps.  Hence,  teachers’  pe¬ 
riodicals  and  leaders*  periodi¬ 
cals  are  prepared  for  each  age 
leveL  These  materials  provide 
help  for  Bible  study,  for  the  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  age  group 
imd  for  the  working  out  of  ef-« 
fective  teaching  and  training' 
plans.  Abundant  pictures^  full 
color  are  made  available.” 

Spiritual  Objeettvos 

“It  is  the  constant,  etem^ 
and  vigilant  effqrt  of  all  the  edl- 
tora  and  writers  of  these  mater- 
I  ials  to  see  that  the  literature 
for  use  in  our  churches  seeks  to 
set  forward  the  kingdom  of  God 
on  earth.”
